THE CZAR'S CONDITION GRAVE. 

Weakness ami Drowsiness llio Most Diilicult 
Symptoms to lie Combatted. 

London, Oct. 11. — Tho Daily Nows corre- 
spondent in Vienna, telegraphs : " The 
Russian embassies abroad havo received 
official details of tho Czir's condition. It ia 
admitted to bo very gravo. Tho most diiii 
cult symptoms to bo combatted aro his groat 
weakness and drowsiness. There is hardly 
ovor a meal at which ho does not drop 
asleep, and he has to bo roused before lie can 
bo helped out of the room. Nevertheless it 
is hoped that he will survivo tho winter." 



J. Noalcs, tho Canadian customs official 
from St. Mary's, Alberta, came up on 
remand at Bow streob to-day.

BRAVE CHINESE SOLDIERS. 

Imperial Decree Commending: the 
Forces Who Fought at Ping- 
Yang- and Assan. 



Russian Annexation of Korea and 
Manchuria Recommended in 
the Tress. 



Washington, Oct. 11.— The Department 
ot Stato to-day received by mall a number 
of offioial dispotohos from Charge d'Affaires 
Denby, at Fekin, but they wore all written 
in August, and oontained little news of in- 
terest. One dated August 23, statod that 
the steamers between Tientsin and Shang 
hai had almost to be suspended, and that 
the .mail Bervioo was vory bad. This is 
fully corroborated by the fact that Mr. 
Denby'B letter took forty-four days in tran- 
sit. The Charge anticipated that a continu- 
ance of these delays would rondor it 
necessary for him to Bond his lotters ovor- 
land by way of Russia. In the dispatch 
dated August 29, is enolosed the tronalation 
of an imperial decree, commending the 
Chinese soldiers for thoir bravery in tho re- 
treat of Ping Yang after the battlo of Asan, 
which appears to have resulted from a 
memorial addressed to tho throne by the 
famouB general asking that he be degraded 
for his masterly retreat. Tho full text of 
it is : 

" A decree published in the Manuscript 
Gazette of August 26, 1804, iaeucd by the 
Emperor of China: 

Some time since our forces under com- 
mand of General Yeh Chih Choo gained a 
vietory in battle against tho Japanese, and 
as a stimulus to valor Her Mu joety the Em- 
press Dowager graciously bestowed upon 
them a gratuity of 20.000 taels. We have 
now received a telegraphio memorial stating 
that tho forces of our army, whilo moving to 
Rung Chon, were suddenly surrounded by 
over 20,000 Japanese troops who made a 
surprise attack upon them. Our forces joined 
battle with the enemy and had to bear 
tho brunt of a bloody fight which lasted for 
12 hours, resulting in a loss on the Japanese 
Bido of over i,700 men againBt 300 and more 
killed and wounded on our Bide. The said 
general and others, w\th a small force as 
compared with the greator one of tho Japan- 
ese, were in an extremely embsrassing con- 
dition, and they set an ambush and were 
enabled to retreat from the enemy. Our 
forces were then marched eaBt, crossing the 
Hun river and temporarily encamped at 
Ping Yung. 

" The memorialist requests that he should 
be punished to tho full extent of tho pen- 
alty allowed by law, and that marks of 
Imperial favor and reward shall be beatowod 
on the officers and men who exerted them- 
selves and those who were killed in battle. 
Oar military forces, undor tho oommand of 
General Yeh Chih Choo, were originally 
(fjspatohed to Korea to suppress tho rebel- 
lion there. They did not number many 
men. In the present instance, however, 
our troops whilo on route met the Japan- 
ese forces, numbering many times more 
than ours, who surrounded them on all 
sides and attacked them. Our troops 
were able to hold thoir own ; they fought 
against a greater force and were able to 
mako their escape. Although some were 
killed and wounded the meritorious conduct 
displayed fully equalled the errors com- 
mitted. As an act of grace Yeh Chih Choo 
need not be punished as requested ; tho offi- 
cers and men of our forcea braving tho heat 
had a distressing fight, they displayed 
warliko courage worthy of encour- 
agement. Let the names of those 
who particularly distinguished thomaelvos 
be reported to us, as well as those who were 
killed in battle, with the request that re- 
wards may be bestowed as a mark of our 
favor. Tho said general is now at Ping 
Yang, and has joinod tho other great army. 
Lot all the commanders of forcea act to- 
gether and with warliko courage meot the 
enomy in battlo, and without loss of timo 
memorialize us, thereby aohioving great 
merit and thus gratify our longings. 

St. Petersburg, Oat. 11.— The Novisti 
says today on tho war: "In the event of 
boing victorious Japan will establish her- 
aolf firmly in Korea and thus becomo a 
constant menace to Ruasia. At tho same 
time China will threaten Russia from Man- 
churia. Tho result possibly will be that 
wo shall bo unable to maintain our Siberian 
frontier. The only moanB of averting this 
is to send troops at onoo to Koroa and 
Manchuriu and annex both." 

VIENNA, Oct. 11. — Tho Politisohor corres- 
pondent says that on the 0th Groat Britain 
addressed a circular noto to tho British dip- 
lomatists accredited to tho great powerB, 
dirocting them to open negotiations with a 
viow to offualing an understanding as to tho 
moasurcB to protect Europeans in China, 
also to detormino tho limit to which 
the powors would permit tho Japanese to 
advanco in Cnina. 

London, Oct. 11.— Tho Timea haa this 
dispatch from its Tientsin correspondent: 
"The recent withdrawal of English and 
othor families from Pekin appears to have 
boon tho result of a Japanese ruse. In- 
formation was impartod confidentially from 
Tokio of an intended descent upon tho coaBt 
of tho provinoe of Pechili and attacks upon 
Pekin. This induced tho foreign minis- 
ters to take measures for tho security of 
tho womon. The Japanese expootod to 
excite Pekin and its population, but among 
tho Chinese the effect has boon rather to 
arouse tho court to a resolute defonco of the 
Umporor. Tho popular feeling in Poking 
and Tiontsin is unuauully friendly to for- 
eigners, whom tho nativoa rogard as a sort 
of pledge of safety. The chronic Btreot 
rowdies can easily bo controlled, provided 
tho foreign ministers and consuls insist on 
tho Chinese officials doing thoir duty, The 
former horotoforo havo boon culpably lax in 
this respeot. " 

Tho Times correspondent in PariB Bays 
that negotiations are proceeding between 
Germany, France, tho United States, Russia 
und England with a viow to diplomatic 
aotion for tho restoration of pcaco in tho 
East. Nono of those powers, tho corres- 
pondent says, advocates interfering with 
tho courso of events by other than diplo- 
matic meunB. 



Tho budget committoo has refusod to 
grant Gonoral Moroior's appoal for an in- 
crease of orodits with whioh to add ,'15,000 
mon to tho army. Tho war minister urged 
upon tho committoo that tho existing poaco 
footing effective was inadequate for advan- 
tageous drilling and mobilizing, 



GREAT GALES. 

Eight Vessels Lost Off Mlquelon-FIfty Craft 
Driven Ashore — Big- Blow at Bank 
Fishing. 

St. Johns, Nfld., Oot. 11. — Communica- 
tion with St. Pierre Miq. is interrupted, 
and details of the havoc wrought by the 
gale on Tuesday night are obtained only 
with great difficulty. Tho galo raged all 
Tuesday night with heavy rain. When the 
storm began there was a largo fleet of fish- 
ing vesBols that had been driven in 
from the grand banks by the galo 
of ten days ago. There were more than 300 
vessels at anohor. When the gale was at its 
hoight many of these vessels broke from 
their moorings, drove ashoro and bocamo a 
total loss. Several came into collision with 
othor vessels, smashing them up. Great 
oonfuaion reigned, tho crewa of many 
vessels abandoning their oraft. Between 
forty and fifty vessels went ashore. 
Eight of these are total losses, 
all having from 500 to 700 quintals of fish 
aboard. The pilot boat La Pourtante was 
also wrecked. No lives were lost in port. 
Tho crew of the Avelan, numbering twenty 
men, who were supposed to havo been lost, 
were found Bafo to-day when tho atorm 
abated. They had escapod to vessels whioh 
had ridden out the storm aafoly. Tho grav- 
est apprehension exists in St. Pierre con- 
corning many fishing vessels that wero on 
the banks in the reoent gale. 

All returning ships were more or less 
damaged. The French banking fleet num- 
bers nearly 400 vessels. From accounts 
brought in it is believed many were unable 
to withstand the galo and were lost with all 
hands. The exaot number lost oannot be 
estimated for a few days but it is 
believed ten ships at least have 
gone down. The damage done by 
the gale is so genoral that fishermen will 
be compelled to abandon bank fishing for 
this season, thus suffering a further seriouo 
loss. Many reports of disaster by the re- 
cent gale aro reaching St. John's. The 
Gloucester fishing echooner Martha C. 
was lost at the Bay islands, but tho crew 
wore saved. Tho steamer Virginia Lake had 
her decks Bwopt, her onglne room smashed 
and other damage. The Gloucester schooner 
Annie Wastrio lost her anohor and dorieB. 
One of her crew wan swept overboard, but 
was afterwards rescued. The vessel leaked 
bo badly that the orew were at the pumps 
for two nights and days. 

TORONTO TOPICS. 

The "World" Sued for Libel-Moody Re- 
vival Services— Blake on 
Reciprocity. 

Toronto, Oot. 11.— (Speoial)— The New 
Aqueduct Co. haa commenced a $10,000 
aotion for libel against the World. The 
aotion is due to a published statement accus- 
ing tho company of having endeavored to 
bribe aldermen by gifts of paid-up stocks. 

Great preparations are being made for tho 
approaching Moody revival services in the 
Massoy hall. The committee comprises 
some hundred leading citizens. 

A. Young, seoretary of the West Durham 
Reform Association, has received the follow- 
ing letter from Hon. Edward Blake : " May 
I be permitted to say how glad I am to 
think that tho reciprocity resolution of the 
late Reform convention has ended the differ- 
ence which led to the severanoo of my con- 
nection with that riding, and that though 
no longer to be associated with them as 
their representative I am not to be divided 
from them in my opinion." 

BOILER EXPLOSION. 

Twenty-Bevcn Boilers Burst In a Colliery, 
Killing Five Men and Doing 
Great Damage. 

Shamokin, Pa., Oct. 11.— Twenty-seven 
of a nest of thirty-Bix boilers at the Henry 
Clay colliory exploded at 7:30 this morn- 
ing, completely dostroyiug the boiler house, 
killing five men, seriously injuring two, 
and slightly injuring four. At the time 
of the accident there wore seven men 
around tho bailor house. Without 
any warning tho boiler on tho 
west side of the house went up and was 
followed by tho others in rapid succession. 
The workmen wero knocked in overy direc- 
tion, and what had a few minutes beforo 
been a strong corrugated iron building, dis- 
appeared as if by magic ond all that re- 
mained was a mass of bricks, timber, twisted 
pipes and boilor iron. The nine remaining 
boilers wero so badly damagod oe to bo use- 
less. Three men wore doad when taken out. 
Tho bodies wero crushed and burned fright- 
fully by coming in contact with the firo 
hoxos. 



"OPPOSING MINISTER MARTIN." 

Unfairness of Patting Him to the Expense of 
Another Contest. 


(From tho Vancouver World.) 
It is understood that tho oppositionists of 
the north riding of Yalo havo, contrary to 
the usual practice, docidod to oppoeo tho 
Hon. G. B. Martin, chief commissioner of 
lauds and works, and havo picked upon John 
T. EdwardB as their scapegoat. Mr. Martin 
was successful at tho general election hold 
but recently, and it is vory unfair to put 
him to tho expense of another contest, 
Should he bn defeated Yalo would have 
no member on tho government side and 
no representation in the cabinet. Of this, 
however, there is little chance, though it is 
stated the constituency will bo raided by 
heelers from this city ond Now WoBtmin- 
ster. The nomination taken placo on the 
17th and polling on the 24th. Mr. Martin's 
claims on the position aro woll known, and 
that ho will mako a capital administrative 
offioer fow will deDy. HiB majority, should 
he he opposed, will be of such a character as 
to fully domonBtrato his influence and tho 
deBiro of the electorate to be hoard in the 
govornmont of tho province.

Prof. Leyden asoribea thorn to 
extreme norvousnoBa. Dr. Zaoharin, owing 
to his eccentricities, sooms unfitted for suoh 
a norvous patient.

Excellent Wine Producing Qualities 
of Canadian Grapes— The CP. 
R. Track Being- Relaid. 



Montreal Merchants Want the French 
Treaty Enforced — Mounted 
Police for the Yukon.

Ottawa, Oct. 11.— Mr. Maofarlane, Do- 
minion analyiat, hua returned from a visit 
to the wine growing districts of Ontario, 
where he tested the varletioa of gropes to 
osoertain the gravity of the juice. The test 
gave from 13 to 25 per cent, of saccharine 
matter, indicating that certain varioties of 
Canadian grapes will yield as rioh muBts as 
do tho French and Rhine grapes. Mr. Mac- 
farlano's conclusion is that Canada can pro- 
duce just 08 good wino aa any other country 
in the world. Our poople, however, would 
require to have faith in tho product to be 
prepared to pay a price to enable the wine to 
be sold in bottles. 

The work of re-laying the Canadian Paci- 
fic railway from Montreal to Fort William 
with 72 pound rails was completed yester- 
day near this city. 

The Montreal deputation saw Sir John 
Thompson and Hon. Mr. Bowell to urge 
that arrangements be made for tho speody 
putting into forco of tho French treaty as 
soon as ratified by the French chambers, 

Inspector Constantino, of tho Mounted 
Police, who was sent to the Yukon country 
with a view to reporting upon the alleged 
smuggling operations said to be going on in 
that region, has returned. He reports that 
considerable lawlessness prevails in that 
country, an organized whiskey ring having 
complete control of all the mining camps. 
Sergeant Brown of the police was left to 
winter in the oountry.

In turning the horse it 
backed over the edge of the canal. Mr. 
Gardiner Bwam ashora and procured assist- 
ance, but it was too late.

His head was completely 
severed.

Canada Wants Only Land Worker Immi- 
grants—Killed by an Electric Wire— 
C.P.R. Tratlic Returns. 

Montreal, Oct. 11. — (Special) — A Star 
coblo says the Mansion House relief com- 
mittee is adviBed by the Dominion govern* 
meut that thoro is no room in Canada for 
othor than land workero. It is hoped this 
will stop this charitable emigration.

Skylino. Its ownor, Mr. A. W. MoCune, of 
Salt Lake City, values it at $100,000. 

Wo are informed that Dr. Rankin Daw- 
. son, who was in town last woek, haa forfeited 
his Beat at the board of direotora of the Hall 
mines for being abaent without leave. The 
other directors have tho power of reappoint- 
ing him until tho noxt general meeting of 
the company, whon the reappointment would 
como for ratification by the shareholders. 

Some now plnoor ground about 25 miles 
above the mouth of Pend d'Oreille, is oaua- 
ing somo exoitomont. Messrs. Lobot & 
King, of Spokane, aro putting in a hydruulio 
plant. Mr. Liohfield is prospecting his 
property with the Bame intention, if results 
are satisfactory. The claims aro on the 
American aide and are one-half milo oaoh in 
length. 

Captain Fitzatubba haa inspected tho pro- 
posed wagon road from Three Forka to Cody 
croek. 

Work haa been re-atartod on tho Egypt, 
an extension of tho Mountain Chief, in 
which Sam Brown and J. A. Finch aro in- 
terested. A force of mon haa also boon put 
to work on tho Silver Bell and HuBtlor by 
an associate of Mr. J. A. Finch, who has 
bonded tho claims. The Silver Rail and 
Hustler join on to tho Idaho and St. John 
two of the bast properties in tho camp. 

Several loads of oro have already been 
hauled to Kaslo from the mines and tho 
trains are all quite busy.

Negotiations aro pending for the creation 
of a smolter to troat the oreB of tho Trail 
Croek district. O. Bergstrom, who haa long 
held tho responsible position of aasayer for 
the big Colorado Bmcltor at Butto, is in tho 
city working up tho enterprise. He has 
been up to Trail Creek, looked over the 
ground oarefully, and yesterday submitted 
a propoaition to the officers of the La Boi 
Mining Company. At a meoting of the 
directors to bo held Wednesday action will 
be taken on Mr. BergBtrom's offer. Mr, 
BergBtrom'a attention was first direoted to 
this opening while assaying ores from Trail 
Creek. Ho is thoroughly informed on tho 
question, and is said to oome hore with am- 
ple backing. It is his plan to Btart with a 
small plant of the reverbatory procoss and 
enlargo it as occasion requires. That would 
reddco the ore to a copper matte for Bhip 
ment to Swansea, WaleB. The smelter 
would be erected near the Le Roi mine, 
e taer on Trail Creek or Sheep Creek. Mr, 
Bergatrom has been in conference with Pres- 
ident Corbin of the Spokane & Northern and 
it is Baid he has received aBsuranoea of en- 
couragement from that gentleman. 

(From tho Slocan Times.) 

A. S. Farwell haa completed tho survey of 
the Western mineral claim. He has atill 
some work to do on the Alpha group. 

" Charcoal " Brown came down Thursday 
with a fine lot of samples from tho Granite 
Mountain. Ho alao had some rock from a 
location in the Bame neighborhood, tho 
Charleston. The Granite Mountain, tho 
Mountain View and Bimetallic form one of 
the moBt promising groups of proBpecta in 
the country. 

One of the claima located on Ten-Mile 
creek this summer to which leBs attention 
has been direoted than it deserved, is the 
Kilispell, located by Messrs. Ratalifl'a and 
Prioe. On the surface thero ia one of tho 
largeat showings of ore in the country, and, 
although it ia not clean ore, ia very high 
grade. A sample of it waa crushed and 
washed and the concentrates gave a return 
of 350 ouncea to tho ton. Tho claim ia situ- 
ated only about one mile from Slocan lake 
and ia tho moat easily accessible for immedi 
ato development oi any property in that dis 
trict. It is reported to-day that it will 
ahortly be bonded at a good figure, and that 
it will be opened up during tho winter. 

Charlie Laatz was down yesterday from 
tho Standard mineral claim on which he is 
at work. The Standard is tho Becond claim 
below the Alpha. A tunnel between 60 and 
80 feet long will bo driven this full, and than 
it will beahut down. " At least," ho said, 
" there will not be much Bhutting down, but 
two men will quit work." After that ho 
will go Eaat for the reBt of tho winter. Tho 
owners of the Grady group were describod 
in a Weat Kootenay nowapaper aa having 
had hard work to iaiaa a dollar to buy beans 
and bacon before they sold their mine. It 
would not have been unything against them 
if it had been true, but aa a matter of foot 
thoy apent close on §5,000 in the country bo- 
fore they ever realized a cent, on their 
property. 

Finnel creek in tho Becond tributary which 
falls into Four-mile creek from the south. 
It ia called after Ben Finnell, who, while 
prospecting it last Bummer, ran on to a vein 
of high grade, dry oro, Bimilar in character 
to that on the Fisher Maiden.

If this ia so, that 
lode cropa out through tho gronito for moro 
than three miles and eatrios minoral all tho 
way. Tho Thompsons and Ben Finnoll 
have mado no attempt to diepoBO of it, but 
aro about to work it all winter and moan to 
have a million dollar mine by noxt spring. 

Mr. Andorson, tho froight agent of tho 
C.P.R., ia one of tho busiest mon in Slooin 
thoBo days, BayB the Slocan Times, Ho is 
booking contracts for tho ahipmont of oro. 
The C. P.R. means to hold tho trade if il has 
to transport tho oro by aloigh road for a part 
of tho winter. The present arrangemonta 
aro to run tho Nakusp & Slocan road right 
along through (ho winter from Three Forks 
to Nukuup. Tho routo from Nakusp to 
R-jvelstoko will bo kept open by stoomboat 
ond railways so long as tho boats can make 
tho ond of tho Arrow lako track. If the 
lowor part of tho Columbia should froczo 
oonnection will bo mado by a snow road un- 
til auoh time us' tho river opona again. Tho 
only interruption to continuous trullio into 
and out ot tho oountry will bo a woek or two 
in tho spring, whon the ioe is breaking and 
tho anow is melting, and boforo tho rivor 
opuns for steamboat traffic.

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JAPANESE VICTORY. 



Defeat of the Chinese Forces-Their 
Oppoueut'a Communications in 
Korea Complete- 



Li Hnner Chauff Censured — Korean 
Officials Thank the Emperor 
of Japan. 



London, Oat. 11.— The Central News 
correspondent in Wl Ju gives further details 
of a battle reported eailier in the day from 
Tokio. He says that the Japaneso forse 
had been groatly delayed in ita advance by 
the badneaB of the roads- Tho heavy guns 
could be brought forward but slowly and 
the troops were often compelled to wait for 
supplies. The pioneer troops had to be used 
repeatedly to mako tho roads passable. The 
main Japaneso column reached Yung Chun, a 
short dlstanco south of AVi Ju,on October i 
There was no sign of tho enemy. Tour 
dayB later soouts, who had been sont out 
toward Wi Ju, reported that a small Chinese 
force still oooupied tho city. The strength 
of the enemy, estimated at i>0,000, a strong 
body of infantry acd cavalry, eupported by 
light artillery, was thrown forward 
at once. The Chineso offjrod little 
resistance. They retired before tho first 
attaoking party and oventually struok 
and fled aorosa the Yalu. The Chinese loss 
was hardly more than a huudrod killed and 
wounded. Tho Japanese line of communi- 
cation is now completo throughout Korea. 
Tho Japanese expeot turther reinforcements 
to come to Wl Ju by water. A Japanese 
otlioer has been appointed 'governor-com- 
miBsary of Wi Ju- Tho field telegraph had 
beon in working ordor since last ovening, 
and regular courier service between Wi Ju 
and tho roar of tho column began to-day. 

The Central News correspondent in Tokio 
says that the Emperor of Japan will receivo 
personally eight Korean oflicials, who will 
start for Horoshima on Saturday to thank 
him for his support of tho Korean rebels. 
The envoyB will proBenb to HiB Majesty a 
momorial requesting that Japan under- 
take to protect Korea permanently from 
foreign encroachmonta. The correspondent 
adds : " Tho Japanese government means to 
establish Korea on a Btrong foundation 
in order that she may aid Japan in ropolling 
the encroachments of Ruaaia and tho other 
powers. Rumors tbub European interfer- 
ence to limit the war is possiblo caused 
astonishment here. Tho government cannot 
stop the war until its demands Bhall have 
been satisfied. There must be guarantees 
that China will not intorfero further with 
Korea and an ample war indemnity must be 
paid." 

The Tientsin correspondent of tho Central 
Nowb sayB : Li Huog Chang has closed 
contractB with Kruppa' agent to supply tho 
government with guns and ammunition, on 
the condition that the same shall be 
delivered before tho closing of navigation 
for the winter. Largo supplios are coming 
to the city from Cauton and other arsenals. 

London, Oct. 11.— A Tientsin dispatch 
says Chinese troops arriving there are com- 
posed of riffraff and badly armed. The Chi- 
nese government has oontraoted with Ger- 
man manufacturers for quick firing guna, 
and the arms are expected to arrivo daily. 
The Japanese aro watching the coasb for the 
arrival of arms. It ia rumored at Tientsin 
that ironclad warships have been purohased 
from Austria and the United States. Capt. 
Von Hanneken is to rejoin the Chinese ser- 
vice under Admiral Ting. The navy is very 
short of ammunition for the largo guns, and 
the arsenalB are working day and eight fur- 
nishing supply. Four Japanese Bpies have 
been captured at Port Arthur. The spy ar. 
rested at Tientsin has confessed to having 
sent four dispatches to the Japanese inform- 
ing them of the Chincss position. A fire at 
Tientsin on Ootober 4 destroyed tho Chinese 
Merchants' Company warehouse and other 
buildings were damaged. 

It is reported that tho Emperor recently 
visited Tientsin in disguise to view the situ- 
ation. Li Hung Chang is blamed for the 
Chinese defeats. The children sing songs 
ridiculing him and placards of the same 
character are posted in tho Btreota. Tho 
Chinese declare that Russia is aiding Japan. 
The Japanese are in command of the Shan 
Tung coast and Gulf of Pichili. Tho Jap- 
anese fleet pay weekly visits to Wei-Hai- 
Wei. Early on tho morning of October 6 
eight Japanese ships hovered about the en- 
trance to the harbor. A few shots were 
fired ot them from the fort. Tho forta at 
Wei Hai-Wei are fully armed with heavy 
guns and the harbor is considered impreg- 
nable. 

A Tokio dispatch says the Japanese yes- 
terday attacked and routed a force of twenty 
thousand Chinese at WI Ju and captured 
the place. Ten thocsind Chineso troops are 
reported on the bauka ot tho Yalu river 
throwing up batteriea. Field Marshal Count 
Yamagatu has established hiB base of 
operations at Ping Yang. Ic is hoped tho 
Japanese will bo in possession of Moukden 
by tho enrly purl, of November. China haB 
been formally notified of the surrender of 
the steamer Tenkyonaru, together with the 
European aDd Chinese crew. A state of 
siego has been declared in Hiroahima. 

Suanhaikwan, where tho Japanese are re- 
ported to have landed 40,0(10 troops, ia 
diroctly on tho roilioad loading from Tient- 
sin to Moukden, and is of great strategic 
importance. In fact the opinion has been 
expressed that if Suauhaikwan is capturod, 
thoro is nothing to prevent the Japanese 
from marching cn to Peking. 

A diapatcb to tho Pall Mall GazHto from 
Yokohama says that tho Japanese govern- 
ment has decided to raiao an international 
war loan of ten million pounds, which, to- 
gether with the new taxation for war pur- 
poses, will bring the resources of tho gov- 
ernment Up to twenty-six million pounds. 
Tho minority in tho cabinet favored a for- 
eign loan, owing to tho rocenoy of tho last 
international loan. 

Tho Times in its financial urticlo this 
morning Hays that a definite denial of any 
proposal to raiso a Japaneao loan has been 
received in this city. Tho common belief is 
that China will bo compelled to raise a loan 
to pay tho indemnity that Japan will de- 
mand. 

A dispatch to the Times from Yokohama 
repeats tho report of tho capture of Chefoo, 
and adds that tho Japaneso have landed 
troops at Taraacada, near Port Arthur. Tho 
correspondent at Hongkong telegraphs un- 
der date of to day that tho Chinese have 
closed Foochoo in preparation for a siege. 
A panic prevails at Pekln, 

SiiANdHAi, Oot. 11.— Tho two Japanoso 
snien arrostod in Tientsin have beon sent to 
Nankin to be boheudod. .AffairB in Pekln 
are extremely critical. Tho Emperor adhores 
to his determination to manago affairs him- 
self. Tho assertion that tho JapanoBO ad- 
miral has bocn making demonstrations with 
a dummy warship is unfounded. 

Bkhmn, Oot. 11,— Tho Cologne Ga/.etto 
assorts that tho Europoan powers havo 
agreed npon a Coreau polioy and havo also 
deoided not to hinder tho Japaneso from ad- 
vancing upon Pokin.

New York, Ojt. 11.— That there ia t 
great deal of work before the Lexow iaves 
tigatiog committee was shown by tho fac 
that over 400 subpecnas havo boon Bigned. 

Samuol Coffman told tho committee to 
day that ho heard Policeman Corcoran utter- 
ing throats last night agiinat witnesses. 
" I'll get oven with Peter E. Quinn and the 
other man who testified against me," Polioo- 
man Corcoran is said to have muttered 
" I'll kill them as dead as a door nail." 

Patriok Kelly, an ironworker, testified 
that Policeman Schroeder had picked his 
pockets whilo he lay asleep, taking fifty 
cents. 

H. A. Brown, agent for tho Cunard line, 
said ho paid §10 a week for extra Bervice of 
a policeman on the dock. Tho payments 
were mado to the men who performed the 
service, and Capt. Schmittborger had told 
him to discontinue such payments. 

The Frenoh ball orgies wore the subject of 
Committee Detective Lommon's evidence. 
Tho police, he said, had not interfered to 
atop the disgraceful performances of dan- 
cers.

SATOLL1 ENDORSED. 

BlBbop Wuttcrson lit tho Chicago Celebration 
of Father jiiUuow'b Anniversary. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 11. —The birthday of 
Father Mathow, the apostle of temperance, 
was celebrated yesterday with a parade, in 
which 15,000 people participated. Catholic 
orders, Protestant socioties, ohildron from 
the public, parochial and private schools, 
Good Templars and similar organizations 
wero in tho procession, which was reviewed 
by Governor Altgeld, Mayor Hopkins and 
other notables. Tho parade was prelimin- 
ary to a mass meeting in tho Auditorium, 
with Bishop Watterson, of Columbus, O., 
as chief orator. Tho committee received 
the following roply from Mgr.

Satolli against 
saloonkeepers, whioh he endorsed in every 
particular.

Philadelphia, Oct. 11. — At the contu- 
sion of tho ArchblshopB' conferenoe yester- 
day, Arohbiahop Ryan said that very little 
of public importance had come up in the 
conference, and that Its time had been 
mostly taken up in discussing matters of 
discipline.

FARMERS AND FREE TRADE, 

The experience »f natioDS is proving that 
neither free trade nor protection can ensure 
complete and permanent prosperity. No 
matter what the commercial policy of a 
country is ita trado ia liable to fluctuations 
and some of its interests are forced to un- 
dergo serious vioisBitudea. The Timea re- 
minds us that agricultural land in England 
baa of late years, under free trade, greatly 
diminished in value. This is quite true. It 
is also true that English farmors on account 
of free trade find it difficult to mako a liv- 
ing. The competition with foreign 
farm products is so close that 
it is nearly impossible for British farmers to 
r^iae a crop that pays. It is very much the 
same with dairy producta and cattle. The 
foreigner and tho colonist who enter the 
British market free push the British dairy- 
man and grazier so close that they com- 
plain moat bittorly. We think that the 
alluaion of tho TimeB to the etTeot of free 
trade on farmers and farming in England ia 
rather unfortunate. In its oagerneaa to 
make what it considered a point against the 
Colonist it did not take time to view the 
question it undertook to diacuaa from more 
than one standpoint. 

It is quite true that farmers in protected 
America make vory muoh tho same com- 
plaints as do tho farmora of free trado Great 
Britain. They deplore the fall in the value of 
farm land and the low prices of agricultural 
produce. If our contemporary would take 
a little time to reflect it would come to the 
concision that no trado system is perfect, 
and that free trade, particularly, is not so 
favorable to tho farmer aa it trieB to repre- 
sent. It is not favorable to the British farm- 
er and it is not at all likely that it would 
be in any reapoct moro favorable 
to tho Canadian farmer. The Canadian 
froo-tradors, as we have shown, are vory far 
indeod from giving tho public a fair repre- 
sentation of tho system they recommend ao 
highly. They fail to make a full statement 
of freo trade tuxation, and they also forgot 
to ahow that froo trade doea not benefit all 
claaaoa and all induatriea of the country in 
which it has boon establiahod. Our con- 
temporary's alluaion to the sufferings of 
British farmora undor freo trade was a 
blunder made in hasto, and no doubt already 
repented of. 

A OOOD EXAMPLE. 

Tho Toronto Globe, tho leading Govern- 
ment paper of Ontario, noticen tho appoint- 
ment of tho Loader of tho Oppoaition to the 
office of Chief Juatiao in tho kindliest and 
most courteous mannor. Tho reporter who 
intorviowod Mr. Morodith has nothing but 
pleasant things to way of him. There is no 
looking back on former controversies and no 
opening up of old soros. Tho iutorviower 
could easily have inBertod a Bnoering re- 
mark hero and a disparaging insinuation 
thoro, but ho does not Boem diapoaod to bo 
diaagreeablo, and from the tono of tho edi- 
torial notice wo ooncludo that he would not 
bo allowed to bo uncivil if ho wero 
ao inclined. Tho high tribute which tho 
Globo payB to tho character and tho ability 
of tho mau whom it had always opposed 
while ho waB loader of tho Consorvativo 
party was not moro just to tho Chiof J ustiao 
than it waB orcditublo to itself. Horo is tho 
firat paragraph of tho Globu's editorial : 

Tho position of Chiof Justice of t.io Court 



of Common Pleas has been aooepted by Mr. 
W. R. Meredith, Q.C. Whab the Globe 
has to say of tho appointment is not tho 
formal compliment to be paid to a man who 
is no longer to be regarded as a political op- 
ponent. In tho heat of battle the Globe 
said nothing inoonBiBtent with the view 
which it now oxpressos, that Mr. Meredith's 
high olmraotor, industry and fino legal at- 
tainments would enable him to do ominent 
service for his Province upon the bench. 

This is not " syoophaney." It ia generous 
and manly testimony to tho worth of an 
honorable opponent. Mr. Meredith had no 
doubt in his duy said hard things of the 
Globo and of tho men whom the Globo sup- 
ports and honors, but in bidding Mr. Mere- 
dith firowoll these wero all forgotten and 
nothing was presont to tho writer's mind 
but the good qualities of tho man who hud 
boon twenty years the Globo's strenuous op- 
ponont. It is to bo hopod that less import- 
ant Liberal newspapers will follow the 
Globo's examplo. They Bhouid learn that 
there aro times when it is right and decent, 
even in an opponent's lifotimo, to apoak of 
him kindly and appreciatively. 

WOMEN IN POLITICS. 

Women in Colorado havo been enfran 
chised und thoy aro taking an activo part in 
tho olootion contest that ia now going on 
In ono county as many as 19,000 women 
have been registered. Miny of them belong 
to tho families of bankors, merchants and 
professional men — are tho leaders of socioty, 
in fact, TlieBO ladies aro taking an aotivo 
part in tho conteBt. They havo their own 
organization and thoy aro working chiefly 
among tho olootors of their own aex. Wo 
aro not suro that this ia not a mistake. If 
tho direotors of tho campaign would Bond 
tho women politiciana to canvass tho men 
and direct their men workers 
use their influonco with tho women 
electors ohiefly, better results would, we 
imagine, bo obtained than by sending their 
women canvassers to labor among women 
only, and their committee men to confine 
their labors to the malo oleotorB. Experi- 
ence will, howovor, toaoh them in timo 
what tactics are host. It is remarked with 
surprise how much these lady politicians 
know about public affairs, and how well 
they talk about them. They go into the 
bueiness of olectioneoring with enthusiasm 
and earnestness, and thoir effortB appear to 
be highly appreciated by the community. 

It is said by some croakers and women- 
haters that the lady canvassers can be 
depended upon just now to do good 
work, but wait, they say, until tho novolty 
wears off. Their zeal will then cool, and it 
will be impossible to persuade them to take 
an aotive part in election contests. 

Others fear that the beBt women will, in a 
short time, lose their interest in publio 
affairs, or rather that they will be shoved 
aside by coarse, low, ill-bred women with 
whom they will find it impossible to associ- 
ate evon for business purposes. ThoBe per- 
sona think that what obtains in many places 
among the malo electors will before long 
prevail among the women elootors. The 
best and moat capable among them will get 
disgusted with politics and will leave 
political work to be done by those who are 
inferior morally and loss capable intellect- 
ually. Tho foars of this olass, it seems to 
us, are only too well grounded. 

It is, we think, lucky for Canadians that 
the peoplo of other countries have under- 
taken to solve the problem of women 
suffrage. If it succeed in New Zealand 
and in some of tho United States whoso in- 
habitants are of the same, or nearly the 
same, origin as the Canudians, there will be 
a good chance of its succeeding here. If it 
fail among them the men of Canada will 
not feel disposed to take the women into 
political partnership. Woman auffrago ia 
certain to be ono of tho changes of the not 
distant future. It ia already a principal 
plank of the party in all Anglo-Saxon 
countrioa whicn considers iteelf the most ad- 
vanood. This is why the experiments that 
aro being tried among our kindred should 
be deeply interesting to us. 



Pacifio Company owob tho Province of 
Quobeo, and which it proposed to pay this 
fall. While Mr. Hall was ill in 
Auguab Mr. Taillon, tho Premier, who 
was aoting Troasuror, entered into 
negotiations with the Credit Lyonnaia to pay 
this debt, which beara four per cent. intorcBt, 
with tho proceeda of a loan bearing three 
per o 'nt. interest. Tho new threo per cent, 
loan was to run lor Bixty years und was to bo 
r*i«od at 7S por cent , with u commission of 
one per oent. By this transaction tho debt 
of the Province would bo inoreaaod over a 
million, but there would be a aaving of in- 
terest of 54,206 per annum. Mr. Hall did 
not approvo of Mr. Taillon'a acheme, and 
this is how tho quarrel brgan, which ended 
in tho Treasurer tendering his resignation. 

Then there arose a dispute in the news- 
papers and oleowhere as to tho meritB of Mr. 
Taillon'a lonnprojeot. Someaaid that hiBplan 
waa hotter than that of Mr. Hall, while 
others contonded it was worse. A foolish 
French editor declared that some English 
peoplo opposed tho new loan beouuso, the 
monoy waa to bo borrowed in Franco and 
from a French financial inatitution. This 
brought out a Btrong roply from an Eng- 
lish newspaper and, aB wo think, very foolish 
thiDgs wore said by both tho oontrovoraial- 
isto. Thou the Lieut.-Govemor's name waB 
draggod into the dispute The Montreal 
Star very Btrongly insinuated that His 
Honor had written an articlo on tho Loan 
Dlsputo that had appearod in L'Evenoment— 
and Todd and Bouriuot wero appealed to to 
dooido a disputo botweon tho Star and tho 
Gazette as to tho constitutional powers of 
the Lieut. -Governor. 

While tho discussion waa going on tho 
Canadian Pacific withdrew ita offer to pay 
tho seven milliona in a fow weoka, ao an im- 
portant oloment waa eliminated from tho 
dlacuBsion. 

Tho latest featuro of the controversy iB tho 
publication of a vory moderate lotter from 
Mr. Hall to gentlemen connootod with tho 
Government, explaining tho points in dis- 
pute botweeu him and Mr. Tuillou. The 
following paragraphs give Mr. Hall's reaaona 
for objecting to tho Premior'a plan : 

1, Wo did not want to borrow porma : 
nontly, but under our legialation of last 
session, being an aot respoating the public 
debt, and under the Dominion legislation wo 
should utilize the C. P. B. money and the 
money wo could get from tho Dominion, pay 
off the Paris people and the money owing 
for railway subsidies and railway guarantee 
deposits, and we could also uso the money in 
converting our debb and reduce our interest 
charge. This would relieve us entirely 
from making any more loans. 

2 If we had to borrow wo should not 
do so at .3 per oent. at 77 on account of the 
great interest in our capital on publio debt, 
us, for instance, ho has agreed to issue 
27,032,407 francs, or (5,433,066 00, at 3 per 
cent to retire 21.277,000 francs, or $4,106,- 
461.00 at 4 per cent. The result is, though 
there is a reduction of §4,200 45 in our in- 
terest each year, we have inoreaaod our 
publio debt by $1,200,005. 

3, If we were to borrow we should now 
aak a little competition, so aa to see the beBt 
possible price wo could get and accept tho 
boat oll'er. 

There can be no doubt that tho proposal 
to diapenBo with competition was a very 
serious objootion to Mr. Taillon'a scheme, 
quite sufficient, in the opinion of many, to 
justify Mr. Hall'a rejootion. Negotiating a 
public loan without asking for bids opens 
the door for corruption and is calculated to 
throw suspicion on tho whole transaction 
Ono would think that this ia what the Gov 
eminent of Quebec ahould do what it could 
to avoid.

A LIVELY OONTROVERSY. 

A lively controversy is going on just now 
in tho province of Quebec in couneotion with 
the resignation of tho Hon. John S. Hall 
of the oflico of Provincial Treasurer. Tho 
discussion has taken a wide range, thero 
being involved in it not only the original 
question of finance, but tho question of raco 
and a dispute relative to tho position and 
prerogative of tho Lieut. -Governor. 

When Mr. Hall took oflico, aftor tho 
Mereior party had for ycara been playing 
duckB and drakes with tho finances of the 
provinco, his position was not only unpleus 
ant but exceedingly dillicult. Tho provinco 
was deoply in debt and tho treasury 
waa worso than empty. Thoro had boen a 
Bories of deficits und the luat ono was con 
sidorably ovor a million. Tho now Trou 
surer sot about putting tho finances of the 
Provinco in a healthy condition. Ho was 
obliged to rotronch in varions diroctiona und 
to impose now tuxeB. Work of this kind is 
unpleasant anywhero.'but it ia particularly 
bo in tho Provinco of Quobuo, whero taxes 
aro uncommonly unpopular and where the 
pooplo dolight to seo tho Government spond 
ing money liberally. Mr. Hall auccoodod in 
accomplishing with a fair amount of auccesB 
tho task ho had undertaken to 
porform. Whon tho diaputo aroao 
he was gotting tho finances of tho 
Provinco in good shape. Ho had 
gone a long wuy towards making oxpondi- 
turo and revenue balance. Wo aro not 
euro, however, that his work was very 
highly uppreciutcd by mou who were in tho 
habit of looking upon tho Government ub u 
miloh cow, to bo milked regularly for thoir 
bonofit, 

A considorablo amount of monoy — some 
four milliona of dollars whioh had boon bor- 
rowed in Franco by tho Moroior Government 
— falls duo in Deocmber next. Mr. Hall 
proposed to pay this money out of some 
seven milliona of dollars which the Canadian

Would Rather Live aad Die With 
Dang Shiuff Than Stay at 
the Home. 



Dang Denies He Has Any Other Wife 
ami Claims to Be a 
Doctor. 



A vutY interesting address waa given in 
tho Pandora Avenue Methodist church lasi 
night by Mr. John JesBcp, one of the lay 
delegates to the General Conference recently 
held in Loudon, O-itario Mr Jeasop con 
veyed the greetings of Rov. J. E Starr, a id 
A. E. Runs, both of whom are kindly re- 
membered by tho peoplo of Viotoria. With 
regard to tho work of tho Genoral Confer- 
ence, tho speuker mentioned the vast amount 
of work that had passed through the sev- 
eral committees.

Tho Christian 
Guardian has received a now oditor in the 
per- on of iho Rov. A. O. Courtice and the 
price of tho paper has been chargod from 
$2 to $1 per annum. In closing his remarks 
tho speaker eulogizsd tho exeoutivo ability 
of Rev Or. C^rmau, who has been re-elected 
to tho general suporintondenoy.

Tho hearing camo up bofo e Mr. Justice 
Croase, Mr. H. G Hall appearing for tho 
Reecuo Home, and Mr. Liudley Croaso for 
Dang Shing. There was a pretty direct 
ooDfliot of evidenoo. It waB contended by 
the Homo that the womun had been brought 
to this country for purposes of prostitution 
and wbb not the loyal wife of Dang Shing. 
Sovcrul uffidavitH wore read, including that 
of Chief Sheppard to the effect that Dang 
kept a houso of prostitution, and two China- 
men swore that Dang was not, us ho pro- 
tendod to be, a doctor ; but was a 
combination of a " professor " of boxing 
and a keeper of a house of prostitution. 

Dang on tho other hand Bworo ho had 
married Giu King in Canton lash July, and 
that ho was a perfectly respectable Chinese 
modical practitioner. 

Giu King seems to huvo had a great dread 
of " whito barbarians," for when aho wont 
to tho homo sho fuated from Saturday till 
Tuenday for fear bIio would hi poiBoned and 
even rofused to wash for foar thero was 
" mcdicice " in the water. Finally on 
Tuesday she went to work to cook an ogg 
for herself after making all tho inmatea of 
tho homo swoar that thoy had neither 
doctored tho hen that produced it nor tho 
ogg itsolf. Then oho made everyono leave 
the room and with great precautions 
against poisoning proceeded to cook the 
egg. After eating it and experiencing no 
bad tllecta sho recovered from her feur 
somewhat and helped herself from tho plates 
of the other girls at dinner, thinking that if 
thoy did not dio sho would not litber. 
Afterwards sho expressed hersolf ns quite 
willing to remain at the home. She changed 
her mind in court, however, f>r when the 
judgo asked her what sho desired to dn, ahe 
said Bho would "live and dio with Uarg 
Shing." 

Ding therefore retired in triumph with 
the lady after Mr. Justice Creaae had in- 
formed tho latter through an interpreter 
that if Bho were ever improperly trea'ed the 
home waB still open to her if Bho wishod to 
go there.

The Unfortunate Aeronaut Drowued 
at Westminster au Employe 
of " Professor " Soper. 



Many People Watched the Last Act 
in the Drama — A Mother 
Mourns the Dead. 

Vancouver, Ojc. 11,— (Special)— A brief 
dispatch to the Colonist on Wednesday an- 
nounced tho death by accidoat of the 
aeronaut who asoended from tho West- 
minstur fair grounds in a balloon. The 
viotim, however, tnrns out not to have been 
Prof. Sopher, but an employe named 
CharlcB Marble, who wob his substitute for 
the duy. 

The hero of an afternoon strutted about 
in pink tighta among the moving mass of 
humanity, while people idly followed his 
movements and passed romarks : " There's 
the fool that's going to risk bis neck in a 
balloon " — " Such things shouldn't be 
allowed " — " He gets S300 for throo ascen- 
sions " — " Ho'll drop iu the river, sure." 

Meanwhilo Marble walked back and 
forth, busying himself with preparing for 
the ascent. The immense cunvns monster 
of the air was put in position, a few holes 
sewn up, and a wood and coal oil fire built 
underneath, so that smoke, gas and all en- 
tered the balloon, and slowly, very slowly, 
tho great bulk swelled, Marblo iuBpcoting 
minutoly evory detail. Gradually the muss 
became moro buoyant and tho familiar shape 
of the balloon became apparent. 

About 4 o'clock tho monator was full, 
swollen, bulging and anxious to bo off A 
great crowd had collooted, fully 8,000 
people, when the guys were IooBened and 
the balloon ascended swift as a rocket. 
First the large bulk, then yards of rope, 
then the folded parachute, then moro yards 
of rope, then a trapeze, and dangling in the 
air at the end of all was the figure of 
Marble. 

Before ten could be oountod the figure 
had UBBumed the proportions of a large doll, 
performing like a marionetto at a giddy 
height abovo tho surging crown, who ailent 
as death kept their fascinated yet unwilling 
eyea on the daring aeronaut. 

The balloon eoomed to remain stationary 
over tho river, and the aeronaut could b-i 
Been busying himself with the ropes. A 
thousand people in the crowd, with 
anxious upturned faces, aaid "Now ho'll 
drop with the parachute," but Marblo Btill 
remained on the trapeze and the canviiB 
giant of the air slowly descended until hid- 
den by the trees from the onlookers. 

A brief space and tho balloon again 
aacendod with smoke pouring from the 
emptying valve, and again disappeared. 
Then the crowd talked at onoo. "He fell 
in the river," said some. " He fell safely 
on the other side ; he knows how to control 
that balloon," said others. And still others 
asserted, " That's no paraohute drop; he 
shouldn't got paid a cent." Then the crowd 
of thoughtless humanity forgot about the 
roan and his b»lloon and lined about the 
fence to watch the match in progress be- 
tween the Boniors from Vancouver and New 
Westnimter. 

In the meanwhile those whose duties kept 
them in the city saw the balloon defending 
in the middle of the river, atraight down 
with terrible certainty, with not a brta:h of 
air to sweep It to the land. Boats were got 
ready with eager hands but before they 
reached the spot the balloon had atruck the 
water. Marble had disappeared from view 
but the parachute was seized and at the end 
of the long ropes the inanimate form of the 
aeronaut was found tied fast, 

Still alive, he was taken to the Guiohon 
hotel, to a warm room, a mistake so often 
made in case of threatened death by drown 
ing, for the patient should always be at 
tended in the open air. A few minutes after 
the unfortunate man had reached the 
Guichon he died, not having regained con 
Boiouaneas. 

Charles Marble was a stranger in British 
Columbia, whence he came from Seattle in 
the employ of Prof. Soper, the Paget Sound 
ballooniBt, formerly of Saginaw, Mich. He 
waa about 21 years of age, and had a mother 
and stepfather, the latter (George Cook) a 
well known insurance man at Auburn, 
Wn. What makes his death particularly 
Bad is that he had been hired, it ia aald, for 
a paltry Bam to make the vensiona, his em- 
ployer, Prof. Soper, pocketing the §300 re- 
ceived from the fair authorities. 

At 5 o'clook thia aftornoon Prof. Sopor 
had Beonred another reoklesa daredevil to 
do the paraohute act, and a portion of the 
crowd with morbid curiosity largely de- 
veloped crowded around the limp maaa of 
dirty canvas when the balloon was 
stretched over tho oven for inflation. The 
customs odi :ors seized it, demanding $24 or 
no ascension. While Professor Soper and 
tho customs people wero still diacussing the 
question, darkness happily came over the 
Bcene. 

Yesterday's victim was in desperate cir- 
cumstances, and offered to take the risk 
for $10, and Soper let him go. There is 
little doubt that Marblo had never made a 
balloon ascension before. Soper admits 
that he did everything wrong, got 
rattled, and waited too long before 
ho dropped, and tho doctors finish 
matters by saying that Marblo wob not 
drowned, his heart having stopped, or 
nearly ao, before ho touched the water — 
that he died from the ahock, probably bsing 
frightonod to death. 

On Fridiy and Saturday there are to be 
ascensions unless tho authorities rolieve the 
fair committee of tho oontraot by rofusing to 
allow them. Marblo'a widowed mother 
telegraphed for her son's remains to-day.

That is the 
wisdom and knowledge ahown in putting in 
tho now eleotrio light poler, Tho butta 
put in the ground are in some [natation out 
away to fit tho hole instead of tho holo 
being due to fit the pole. Thon tho butts are 
not ooal-tarred, nor aro tho poles painted to 
keep out tho wet and prevent ro'ting. But 
this must be all right ; the Mayor is a 
master workman and this was done under his 
watohful eye. 

Look at the difference botween this and 
the stupid tolephone company. They 
seleoted tho fineat polea whioh could bo had, 
and beforo putting them in place had tie 
butts coal-tarred and the poles painted, so 
that they will last double tho time tho oity 
poles will, but then what could you ex- 
pect ?

LITUYA BAY. 



To the Editor : — It may Interest some of 
your readere to know that Lituya b»y men- 
tioned iu your account of the Thistle's voy- 
ago to Alaska was the only harbor on thia 
coaat in which Monaieur La Porouso with 
his two ships Bousaalo and Astrolabe an- 
chored in 17S0, and which he examined in 
detail, pronouncing it one of tho most ex- 
traordinary places in the world. He named 
it Port de Francaia. 

In hia narration of tho voyage, a copy of 
whioh can ho seen in tho proviooial library 
of this city, he gives a graphic deacription 
of the harbor and of tho sad disaster that 
occurred hero on July 13, 178G, to two of hia 
boats, whioh with all their occupants were 
overwhelmed in the dreadful Bweep of the 
tide at tho entrance, whilot ergi'ged in a 
Burveylng expedition. Their bodies wero 
never found though shattered pieces of the 
boats were afterwards picked up. 

La Porouso had, previously to tho acci- 
dent, purchased from the Indians for sev- 
eral ella of red cloth, hatchets, knives, bar 
iron and nails, the island now known as 
Cenotaph island. He gave it that name, 
erecting thero on the southwest point a 
monument or cenotaph to tho memory of his 
lost offioere and men, twenty-one in num- 
ber. Tho following Inscription was buried 
in a bottle at the foot of the monument : 

" At tho ontranco of this harbor, porlBhed 
twonty bravo Beainon. 

" Roadcr, whoover thou art, join thy tears to 
ours." 

No trace of the monument could bo found 
by a United StaleB Burvey party in 1874. 

La Perouje describes the tide at the en 
trance to the harbor as running at certain 
stagea with dreadful rapidity, the roaring of 
the water being heard on the ahips lying 
Bome distance away ; the sides of tho harbor 
as formed by secondary mountains f>,000 to 
6,000 feet high coverod with pine troeB, 
and that two great glaciers enter the ends 
of tho eaBtern and western arms and two 
Bmaller ones como from the north face 
nearly opposite the main bay. He closes 
hia remarks by doubting whethor tho pro- 
found valleys of the Alps and Pyrenoes ex- 
hibit a picture equally terrific and at the 
Bame time so picturesque. 

Monaieur La PerouBO with his two ships 
was last hoard from at Botany B»y in 1788, 
hia fate and that of all tho expedition have 
since then been more or less of a mystery.

BY-LAW. 

A By-Law to Enable the Corporation of 
the City of Victoria to raise the sum 
of §150,000 for Wator AVorka Pur- 
poses, 

\Vhoreaa it la expodient and nocossary to 
raiso a sura of monoy for extending and Im- 
proving tho Bupply of wator of tho wator works 
of the City of Victoria to tho inhabitants 
thereof, and for thut purpose to raise by way 
of loan upon tho credit of tho said city tho aura 
of $150,000; 

And whoroaa It will requlro tho sum of 
87,734 to bo raleod annually by rate for tho pay 
mont ef Iho new dobtand interest; 

And -whereas tho whole ratable lund and 
Improvements or real property of tho said cor 
poratlon of tho City of Victoria, according to 
tho last rovlBed assessment roll for tho year 
1894, is 815,559.370.00; 

And whereas It will require on annual rate 
of one half of one mill in the dollar for paying 
suoh now dolt and Interest; 

And whoroas this By-law Bhall not bo altered 
or ropoaled oxcopc with the consent of tho 
LloutonantGovornor-In Council. 

Bo it tberoforo cnactod by tho Municipal 
Council of tho corporaUon of tho City of Vic- 
toria, as follows: 

Soo. I, It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of tho 
corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho crodit of tho said Corporation by way 
of tho debentures horoinaf tor mentioned from 
any porson or persons, body or bodies corpor- 
ate who may bo willing to advance tho samo 
as a loan, a sum of monoy not oxcoodlng In tb.3 
wholo tho sum of 8150,000 currency (or sterling 
money, at tho rate of 4.86 2-3 dollars to the ono 
pound sterling), and to causo all sums so raised 
or rocoivod to bo paid into tho hands of 
tho Troasuror of tho said Corporation, for tho 
purpos'o and with tho objoet heroinbBforo ro> 
cited. 

Soc. 2. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to causo any numbor of debentures to bo made, 
oxecutod and issued for such sums as may bo 
requirod. not oxccodlng, however, tho sum of 
8150,000, either in curroncy (or sterling monoy 
at tho rate of 4.86 2-3 dollars to the ono pound 
sterling) as may bo required, each of tho said 
dobontures boing of tho amount of 81.00J or its 
Btorling cquivalont at tho rato aforesaid, and 
all suoh debentures Bhall ho sealed with Uio 
soal of tho Corporation and elgnod by tho 
Mayor thorcof. 

Soc. 3. Tho said dobonturos shall boar date 
tho 1st day of October, 1891, and shall bo made 
payable in fifty years from tho said dato at 
such placo, either in Groat Britain, tho Unitod 
States of Amorica, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo designated thereon, and shall havo 
attachod to them coupons for tho pajmont of 
interest, and tho signatures to tho intorest 
coupons may bo either written, stamped, 
printed or lithographod. 

Soo. 4. The said dobonturos shall boar in- 
torest at tho rato of 4J per cent, per annum 
from tho dato thereof, which Interoat shall bo 
payablo half yoarly, at such place, cithor In 
Groat Britain, tho United States of America, 
or tho Dominion of Canada, as may be ex- 
pressed in tho dobonturos and coupons. 

Soo. 5. It shall bo lawful for tho Bald Mayor 
to cauBO tho said dobonturos and tho intorest 
coupons, cithor or both, to bo mado payablo at 
such placo, either in Groat Britain, tho United 
States of Amorica, or the Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo desired. 

Soo. 6. For tho purpose of raising annually a 
cortain specific Bum for the payment of the In- 
torost on tho said dobonturos during thoir cur- 
rency, thoro ehall bo raisod annually tho sum 
of 8*3.750, and for tho purpose of raising annu- 
ally a cortain specific sum for tho payment of 
tho debt at maturity, thoro shall bo raised an- 
nually tho sum of 8985. 

Soc. 7. Tho Bald annual sums in tho next pre- 
ceding paragraph mentioned shall bo raiBcd 
and loviod In oach yoar by a rate suttlciont 
thorofor on all tho ratublo land or Improvo 
monto or real property in tho Municipality of 
the said Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
during tho contlnuanco of tho said dobonturos 
or any of them. 

Soo. 8. It Bhall bo lawful for tho said 
Munlclpnl Council from time to time to pur- 
chase any of tho Bald dobonturos. and such de- 
bentures shnll bo so oxpresbed as to ontltlo tho 
said Council to rodeoni and purchaso tho samo 
on paying tho amount thoroof and tho interest 
duo thoron at tho dato of such purchase to tho 
holdor or holdors thoroof, at any tiuio after 
twenty-five yenrs from the dato of issuance of 
the sail dobonturos. 

Sco. I). This by-law shall, boforo tho final 
passage thoroof, rccoivo tho assent of tho elec- 
tors of tho said Corporation in tho manner pro- 
vided for by tho Municipal Act, ]892,andnmoud 
monts thoroto, and ehall tako olivet on tho 1st 
day of Octobor, 1894. 

Sec. 10. This by-law may bo cited for all pur 
poses aB tho "Waterworks Loan By law, 1891." 

Passed tho Municipal Council tho 27th day of 
AugUBt, 1891. 

Hocolved tho assont of tho oloctora tho 11th 
day of Septombor, 1891, 

Reconsldored and adopted und finally passed 
tho Council this 11th day of Septombor, 1891.

Washington, Oct. 10.— Tho lino offioers 
of tho navy, it) ia said, aro bringing groat 
pressura to boar on Secretary Horbort to 
induco him to abandon hiu intention of 
sending cooatruotor Hobson to the eceno of 
the Asiatic war. Thoy rcBcnb what thoy 
term an invasion of their prerogatives, no 
stuff officer having over before been 
dotailod for what is considered a dis- 
tinctly military servico. When tho plan 
of Bonding Mr. Hobson to China waa made 
public, reprcacntations were mado to the

SAILORS' WAGES. 

Advance In the Pay of Those Eneascd on 
Deep Water Ships. 

San Francisco, Oat. 11.— Tbe local asso- 
ciation of sailor boarding homo keeperB havo 
circulated a notice along the water front, 
announcing that hereafter seamen's wages 
on deep water ships shall he $20 per month, 
and ordinary seamen's $15. This is an ad- 
vance of $5 in each ciso over the rate here- 
tofore paid to seamen shipping for a voyage 
to Liverpool or other distant ports.

TURNER STILL LIVING- 

The Victim of Tuesday Evening's Tragedy 
May Yet Recover. 

Vancouver, Oot, 11.— (Special)— Fred G. 
Turner, who was Btabbed by Graoo Irvine, 
or Bowman, in his office at Westminster 
on Tuesday evening, 1b Btill alivo but very 
low. Recent developments indicate that 
tho woman had planned to get him to her 
room and there terminate hia life. Tumor's 
remarkablo coolness under desperate circum- 
stances iB tho talk of the Xlainland. With 
the dirk stiokiDg in him, he showed his 
would-be murderess to the door, bade her 
good bye, and then oalled to a passing pedes- 
trian whom ho asked to seek a doctor, ex- 
plaining that he had boon stabbed and be- 
lieved himself dying. 

Late to night the attending physicians 
report Turner as growing constantly weaker, 
but resting. Tho doctora Bay the crisis will 
not be over for 48 hours. 



QUEBEC TREASURER HALL. 

His Reasons for Eeslgnlne His Portfolio In 
the Quebec Government. 

Quebec, Oct. 10.— Treasurer Hall'a letter, 
giving hia reasons for resigning from the 
government, haa been pwfclished. The ex- 
treasurer declares tho letter was never in- 
tended for publication, bub was private and 
confidential, and addressed only to a few 
friends, and that giving it to the pipers 
was a gross breach of confidence. Xlr. Hall 
adds that he haa written to both Lieut.- 
Governor Chapleau and Hon. Mr. Taillon 
regretting and protesting against tho publi- 
cation. Tho letter is as followB : 

Montreal, Oct. 1, 1894. 

Dear Sih:— I have handed my resigna- 
tion to Xlr. Taillon, and expect its accept- 
ance any moment. 

The question of the finances has bson a 
burning ope between «sj for some months. 
I have oecn Insisting on an equilibrium and 
deficits disappearing, and in August last wo 
came to a satisfactory conclusion about it 
and I was going to remain. 

The question of repaying tho 21,277,000 
franca (g-1, 100,461), due on tho 15th of De- 
cember to tho Paris people has dually caused 
tho rupture. Mr. Taillon commenced cor- 
respondentia with them in Xlay when I was 
ill and when I had sent him in my resigna- 
tion. I disapproved of it. On tho 19th 
Juno tho Canadian Pacific railway gave us 
notico that they would pay us the $7,000,- 
000 on tho 19th November. 

Xlr. Taillon continued tho cirreepondeoco, 
showing mc aomo of it. Ou tho 'J.'ird .July, 
when in Quebec, wo discussed tho question 
at Borne ltugth, and I prepared a lotter for 
him to sign, cloBing tho correspondence. He 
told mo that he had sent) tho letter, but on 
tho 29th August I found out, on Booing a 
copy of it, that ho hud not done so, but 
added a clause asking them to make an offer 
for 00 years threo por cents, ut 78. Ho ro- 
ceivod a cable from them in August, on a 
basis of threo per cent, at 78, less 1 por cent, 
commission. Wodiscusaod them und I gave 
him my objections aa below. 

On tho 29th Auguat ho ahowod mo a cablo 
ho was going to send, in c (T ct stating their 
offer would bo accepted, leas two modifica- 
tions. I again repeated my objootions, and 
said Bending it meant my resignation. I 
told him I would not consent to any bucIi 
transactions, and for tho following reasons, 
which I now stato briefly : 

1. Wo did not want to borrow perman- 
ently, but under our legislation of last ses- 
sion, being an act respecting tho publia debt, 
und under tho Dominion legislation, wo 
should utilizi tho CP R. money, and the 
money wo could got from tho Dominion, to 
pay off tho Paris pooplo and the money ow- 
ing for railway subsidies and railway guar- 
antee deposits, and wo could also ubo tho 
money in converting our debt und reducing 
our intoreBt charge This would roliovo us 
entirdy from making uny more loans. 

2. If wo had to borrow wo should not do 
bo at 3 por cont, at 78, on acoounVof tho 
groat increase in our oapital or public debt, 
as for inatunne, ho has agreed to issue 
27,032,407 froncs, or $5,433,000 ut 3 per 
oent, to rotire 21,277,000 frunca, or $1,100,- 
•101, at 4 per cont. Tho result is that 
though thoro ia a reduotion of $4,266 45 In 
our interest each your, wo havo increased 
our publio dobt by S1,20G,C05. 

3. If wo woro to borrow, wo should now 
ask a littlo competition, bo as to seo tho 
best possible price wo could get, and accept 
tho best offer. 

Tho first ocouBion wo moot I will give 
more details, but in the meantime hasten to 
writo this to gtvo information of what has 
boon dono.

'A SEALER'S EXPERIENCES. 

The "Lily L." Almost Blown Out of tie 
Water-Sufferings of Her Crew. 

San Francisco, Oct. 11,— Tho aeuliug 
schooner Lily L. reached horo to-duy from 
Sind Point after u passage of fifteen days 
with several hundred sealskins for C. L 
Licid. According to hor report, tho vesBol 
had a narrow osoupe from total dostructlon, 
Ovvitg to an explosion of gunpowder the 
deok trom stern to quartordcok was blown 
off, und fivo of tho crow wero badly burned. 
Tho uooident happened on Xlay 20, 
seventy-live miles southeast of Cape 
Yanmo. A boat waB boing low- 
ered when a aan of gunpowder exploded. 
Ar. the timo the unfortunate membors of 
the crow wero in proximity to tho explo- 
sion. They wore hurled in all directions by 
the shook ; their clothes wore stripped from 
thoir bodies and their fi-JBh was burned to 
their bones. Everything poBaiblo was done 
tor the wounded, bub their Bufferings were 
intenso. About 5 o'clock in tho ovoning of 
tho accident tho Lily L. overhauled a Jap 
aneso Bchoonor und asked for uesiotance, but 
tho crow of tho schooner rofusod aid booause 
sufficient coin was not offered to pay for 
carrying the victims. Captain Thompson 
wua forced to put into Hakodate.

Chinese Version of the Causes and 
the Be ginuings of the Present 
War. 



Iuterestiutr Letter From an Important 
Member of tho Government 
at Pekin. 



Washington, Oot. 11.— The firBt author- 
itative statement of the Chineso side in the 
present war with Japan was given out to- 
day through the medium of a personal lotter 
roceivodby a gentleman in Washington of 
international reputation. Chang YenHoon, 
a member of the Tung Li Yamen or Foreign 
Offico, and formerly minister to the United 
States, is tho writer of the lotter and, 
while it is not of a formal oharacter, he askB 
that it bo given to the American press. The 
letter followa : 

PfiKIN, China, Auguat 21, '94. 

My Dear Friend,— Sinoe I last had the 
pleaauro ot writing you the events of war 
have fallon to my country moat auddenly. 
It may bo of interest to you to know the ox- 
act oauao of tho unfortunate trouble between 
this government and the government of 
Japan, which may be more correotly repre- 
sented by me than it is likely to be reported 
in the papora of America. In the month of 
Juno last riota of a rebellious oharacter 
broko out in the southern part of Korea, and 
aa that country ia tributary to this govern- 
ment k it sought from us military assistance. 
Accordingly 1,500 troops were despatched 
by Viceroy Li to the vicinity of the rebel- 
lion, a place named Ya Shang, about 70 
miles from the Korean capital, with no other 
aim but to suppress the rebels and restore 
peace to these unfortunate people, 

Tho Jupaneae on hearing of the action of 
the Imperial government sent immediately a 
large force and took possession of the Korean 
capital and fortified themselves in all the 
important positions. When the Chinese 
troops arrived at Ya Shang tho rebels dis- 
persed and peace was |restored. In accord- 
ance with a treaty between tho two govern- 
ments that the forces of both countries 
should immediately 1)3 withdrawn ttfeer a 
riot or a rebellion had been suppressed, the 
Imperial government waa about to withdraw 
its troops, but Japan insisted on perma- 
nently stationing her military forces in that 
country. Soon afterwards Japan demanded 
that certain reforms should bo forced on 
Korea, modifying its laws and asking the 
Imperial government to renounce all claims 
over Korea. My government oould not con- 
sent, for it is nob tho cuatom nor do the laws 
permit that we should control the interna- 
tional affairs of a tributary country. 

I need nob remind you that history has 
for years told us that Korea is tributary to 
this country, and at the time when Korea 
sent her first representative to Washington, 
on my oall at your State department, the 
Secretary of State did not hesitate to 
acknowledge that Korea waa tributary to 
tho Imperial government, and that it was 
with ita consent that sho carried on treaty 
negotiations with foreign powers. As mat- 
tors wero developing into a vory dangerous 
Btate, Her Britinnic XIajesty's minister to 
this country was good enough to offer 
her 8 rvioeg in the hope that the 
two nationa might sottlo the ques- 
tion poacoably by arbitration. The Imperial 
government waB moBt willing to act accord- 
ing to tho treaty stipulationB botwoen the 
two countries, and on an intimation of Her 
Britannic XIajesty's minister that tho with- 
drawal of troops of both nations would as- 
siat in a speedy arrangement wo cxproaacd a 
perfect readiness to recall our troops. The 
Japsneso minister at Seoul informed our re- 
presentative thero that he would advise hia 
government to withdraw its troops and put 
» stop to further forces being dispatched to 
Korea. But Japan would not listen to rea- 
son, and disregarded all tho solemn 
promises contained in tho troaty stipula- 
tions. Hor Britannic Xlajeaty'a minister's 
well meant intervention wub of no uvall. 

On being asked by thia government your 
noblo Presidont also represented to tho Jap- 
anoso government in tho strongest tortus 
how Borry ho would feel to hear that 
friondly rotations hud ceusod between tho 
two countries, and that he would consider it 
an unjust and unnecessary war. Finally 
the Jupanese legation sent to this foreign 
office u moot unreasonable noto insisting 
that should hostilities bo carried out io 
would not bo Japan that oommencod thorn. 
If it had boon tho intontion of this govern- 
ment to gain any advantago from the 
Korean troublo we would have font 
more than 15,000 troops to this country, 
and they would have ocoupiod thomBolvcB 
in other ways thanj in tho suppression of 
tho robols. I am sure tho world ia thor- 
oughly oonvincod that China, not only in 
this cuse, but in all previous troubles, has 
novor taken tho offensive. As Japan con- 
tinued to inoroaso hor forces in Korea und 
affairs bocamo more threatening tho Impe- 
rial govornmont Bent rolnforcomonts thither 
to protoot Chlnoso aubjocta and tho interests 
she had enjoyed, and which had been recog- 
nized by the oivili/ad world for many yoara. 
It was not until our transport ships had been 
fired upon without u proviouB declaration of 
war and one of them sunk that 
this government gave up all hopes 
of arbitration and entered upon war. 
In the fear that the exact oauses 
of this unhappy troublo may not havo been 
properly presented in tho American nows- 
papere, I writo you in tho hopo that you 
will bo convinoed that my government haB 
done ita utmost to mainbain friondly rela- 
tione and that it waa nob China that had 
commenced hostilities. 

If it is not against the usual praotico I 
would like to have this lotter published in 
your loading papora that its publication may
